- Glittering Ceremony Installs King

To Rule Over Trans-Jordan Arabs 


AMMAN, Trans-Jordan, May 25 
¢P)—In a setting of dazzling regal 
splendor, bearded, 64-year-old Ab- 
dullah Ibn al Hussein formally ac- 
eepted kingship Saturday over 
300,000 subjects, and called upon 
the rest of the Arab world to unite 


with him for a federation of Arab 
states. 

Surrounded by 300 distinguished 
guests in resplendent uniforms, 
the regally robed and turbaned 
monarch ascended the throne in a 
ceremony which lasted 14 minutes, 
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climaxing one of the most im- 
portant days in § Trans-Jordan’s 
5,000-year history. 

Great feasting followed the en- 
thronement ceremony. For the 
guests at the luncheon, 56 whole 
roasted sheep were served on 
hammered bronze platters. A ban- 
quet was arranged for the evening, 
and many other feasts and func- 
tions will be held during the three- 
day holiday proclaimed to mark 
Trans-Jordan’s emergence as an in- 
dependent kingdom. 


The new ruler of this British- 
protected kingdom assumed his 
throne by virtue of a treaty signed 
last month, ending Britain's 
League of Nations mandate gov- 
ernment. 

Thousands of Abdullah’s sub- 
jects who gathered outside the 
cream-colored palace cheered wild- 
ly when the Monarch’s Foreign 
Minister, Mohammed Pasha Shu- 
raiky, read from the porch of the 
Council building the proclamation 
of amendments to basic laws pro- 
viding for the monarchy. 

When the announcement was 
read the Arab Legion of Honor 
guard fired a rifle salute, a British 
Arab Legion officer atop a house 
waved a banner, and four cannon 
placed on a nearby mountain—on 
the site of an ancient fort—fired 
a salute of 101 guns in honor of 
the new king. 

The King arrived at the palace 
accompanied by his two sons, Emir 
Talal and Emir Naif, and the Re- 
gent Abdullah, his royal represent- 
ative. 

The new monarch wore a turban 
of white silk with red and gold 
brocade, a gold-embroidered black 
robe and the gold chain of Arabic 
royalty. He sat on a red plush 
chair, flanked by ministers and 
diplomats. 

After the brief enthronement 
ceremony—in the Moslem world 
kings are not crowned—the new 
Monarch in a two-minute speech 
expressed his gratitude to “God 
and my loyal subjects.” 

Abdullah was acknowledged of- 
ficially as King when his premier, 
Ibrahim Pasha MHashin shouted 
“long live the king” three times 
in Arabic, 

Foreign Minister Shuraiky Pasha 
made a brief address in which 
he praised Abdullah’s efforts to 
unite the Arab nations and cement 
good relations with Britain and 
iAmerica. 

The United States was repre- 
sented by the Consul at Jerusalem, 
Gen. Lowell Pinkerton, but a con- 
sulate spokesman said his presence 
was unofficial, subject to Ameri- 
can recognition of Trans-Jordan.

A flurry in official circles here 
over the interpretation placed in 
Washington upon Morrison's re- 
port indicated the United States 
and Britain might be at variance 
over the distribution of food sup- 
plies to needy countries.

The British embassy in Wash- 
ington was instructed to discuss 
with the State Deartment what the

British embassy officials in 
Washington said representations 
were made to the State Depart- 
ment in the matter. They said 
Roger Makin, Ecnomic Minister of 
the Embassy, phone State Depart- 
ment officials, but his conversa- 
tions “were not an official protest 
but more in the form of an in- 
quiry.” No reply was expected 
until early next week. 


The attaches said Makin’s action 
was intended to express concern 
that the Embassy was not con- 
sulted on precisely what Morrison 
said before any public statement 
was issued. 

MORRISON STATEMENT 


Morrison, reporting Thursday to 
the House of Commons on results 
of his conference with food of- 
ficials in Washington, said. 

“The United States Government 
have now felt able to associate 
themselves unreservedly with the 
task of supplying India and the 
British zone of Germany to the 
full extent that available resources 
allow, and they -have instructed 
their officials on the Combined 
Food Board accordingly.” 

Morrison said the United States 
agreed to keep rations in the Brit- 
ish zone in Germany up to the 
same standard as in the United 
States zone and that the United 
States guaranteed exports to India 
at “a very much higher rate than 
in any previous year.”

They predicted that the elec- 
tions would be followed immedi- 
ately by a reduction of Communist 
influence in the Government. At 
stake are 300 parliamentary seats. 
Voting is compulsory and an esti- 
mated 7,250,000 Czechs and Slo- 
vaks—both men and women—will 
go to the polls, 

Sources who have closely sur- 
veyed the nation’s political trends 
said that 165 to 167 seats may 
go to the moderate center and 
right parties, including the Czech 
National Socialists, the party of 
President Edouard Benes. They 
beliewed leftwing parties, led by 
the Communists, would take 133 
to 135 seats. 


Although pre-election agreement 
among the parties will maintain 
the present form of coalition gov- 
ernment, the results will necessi- 
tate a reshuffling of posts within 
the cabinet. Moderate elements, 
however, are gunning for the Min- 
istries of Interior, which controls 
police, and Information, which 
controls press and radio. Both are 
now in Communist hands. 

The moderates, if victorious, 
also may oust Defense Minister 
Gen. Ludwig Svoboda, an Inde- 
pendent, but a pronounced left- 
winger. Moderate parties report- 
edly plan to close down or trans- 
form several daily newspapers of- 
ficially described as ‘“non-party” 
but actually Communist-controlled, 
political observers said. 

President Benes, interviewed at 
Hradcany Castle Sunday, refused 
to discuss politics, but he appeared 
more cheerful than at any time in 
the past year.

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Pope Puts Spiritual Pressure 
On Italian Voters, Reds Claim 


LONDON, May 25—(#)—A Moscow radio commentator said Sat- 
urday night that the Vatican had been interfering “quite openly” 


in Italy’s election campaign. 
Commentator K. Hoffman, in a 
broadcast heard here, said the 
Vatican was “threatening Catholic 
voters with eterna] torments in 
the next world if they cast their 
ballots for the left wing candi- 
dates” in the June 2 elections. 


“On two Sundays in succession 
—last Sunday and the one before,” 
Hoffman declared, “the Pope on 
various religious pretexts held 
huge election meetings, mostly of 
women, at the Vatican, preaching 
sermons of an openly anti-Demo- 
cratic and anti-Republican nature.” 

“Some of his bishops have been 
publishing propaganda articles in 
the Catholic papers,” the commen- 
tator continued, “threatening Cath- 
olic voters with eternal torments 


in the next world if they cast | 
their ballots for left wing candi-|

dates.” 

“Such outright Vatican interfer- 
ence in the election campaign is 
altogether without precedent. It 
is another sig nof the reactionaries’ 
frantic efforts to get unenlightened 
voters on their side at the eleventh 
hour.” 

Pope Pius XII told a Catholic 
women’s- audience at St. Peter’s 
on May 12 he hoped the voters 
would elect candidates who would 
guarantee “respect for God.” Last 
Sunday he urged an audience of 
Sisters of the Order of Assump- 
tion to assist in “educating a van- 
guard of women who will consti- 
tute in political and social life liv- 
ing cells of religious feeling.” 

The May 22 edition of the Vati- 
can newspaper, Observatore Ro- 
mano, published an Episcopal let- 
ter of the Umbrian Bishops warn- 
ing Catholics that voting for 
Marxist or Fascist parties at the 
June 2 elections would expose 
them to the “sanctions of canon 
law.” Such sanctions, Vatican 
sources said, could include denial 
of public sacraments to Catholics.

John E. Smith, who, since the be- 
ginning of the “Automobile Era,” 
has engaged actively, in one way 
or another, in the automobile in- 
dustry. Capt. Smith is now head 
of the Smith-Chevrolet Motor 
Company, at 530-40 West Peach- 
tree St., N. W. 


He first became interested in 
automobiles in 1895, the year the 
first car, a Haynes, made its ap- 
pearance in Atlanta. That, inci- 
dentally, was the year that Capt. 
Smith was graduated from Geor- 
gia Tech with a degree in mechan- 
ical engineering. He was then 
18 years old. He is now the old- 
est Atlanta man in the automo- 
bile business. 


“I gravitated into this business 
in a natural way,” said Capt. 
Smith. “My father, John M. Smith, 
ran a carriage business on Auburn 
Ave. His carriages were quite 
famous. At various expositions 
and fairs, they won 45 medals 
and diplomas for him. 


“When I got out of Georgia 
Tech in 1895, I entered the busi- 
ness with my father. Shortly aft- 
erwards, the first automobile, a 
Haynes, came into the city. As I 
remember it, the late John W. 
Alexander bougkt it. A little 


later he bought one of the first | 
White Steamer cars ever seen | 


here. Soon after Alexander 
bought his Haynes, C. H. Johnson, 
of the Dodson Printers’ Supply 
Company, bought one of the first 
Stevens-Duryeas ever built. 

“In those early days, we tried 
out making automobiles and bodies 
in our carriage factory. That was 
around 1904. Our first product 
was an electric automobile. We 
made the body and did all the 
woodwork and mounted it on a 
chassis we bought from some other 
concern. However, this car was 
a disappointment. Its mileage was 
limited because we couldn't get a 
battery strong enough to stand up. 
That, of course, is the reason for 
the failure of the electric auto- 
mobile.

~ History of the Auto 


The Golden Jubilee of the automobile 
next Wednesday, 
Atlantan’s many memories of the early days 


industry, a celebration 
revives among old-time 
of “the horseless 


makers pounded out a car from 
sheet metal and we put an inter- 
nal combustion engine in it. It 
gave fair service. 

“But the Atlanta man who came 
nearest to making a success of 
manufacturing automobiles was 
Steinhauer, who for years oper- 
ated a large bicycle repair shop. 
However, he failed for the same 
reason most others failed—changes 
came so rapidly the smaller mak- 
ers couldn't keep up with them.” 


Capt. Smith stopped to comment 
on the fact that in those early 
days of the automobile, most peo- 
ple who “monkeyed” with them 
did so in connection with an al- 
ready-established business. 

“For instance, C. H. Johnson 
dealt in automobiles in connection 
| with his printing business,” ex- 
plained Capt. Smith. “A number 
of other dealers got into the busi- 
ness in the same way. 

“All this time, in our carriage 
factory, we were doing custom 
work for the automobile business, 
mostly making bodies. Finally, I 
decided that if I wanted to stay 
in the automobile business I would 
have to get into the selling end 
of the game, rather than try to 
stay in the highly-competitive and 
highly-changeable manufacturing 
end. To that end, about 1906, I 
took on the Atlanta agency for 
the Reo automobile. : 

“An interesting fact about that 
| agency is that I brought in the 
| first carload shipment of automo- 
biles to Atlanta. It consisted of 
three Reo cars. Previous to that, 
all shipments came as single cars. 

“Another interesting fact is that 
my. father wouldn’t loan me any 
money to go into the automobile 
‘business. He didn’t understand 
how the automobile people could 
‘do business in the way they did. 
|\Then as now, automobiles were 
‘shipped with drafts attached to 
ithe bills of lading and you had to 
|pay for the goods before you could 
\get them. My father said that was 
‘a bad way to do business and that 
'before he would pay for any auto- 
mobiles he would look at them and 
inspect them.

Millions of lives were disrupted. 
Hundreds of thousands of passen- 
gers had been stranded. 

Many thousands of workers 
were forced into temporary unem- 
ployment. 

Brownouts faced hundreds of 
communities for lack of fuel. 

All mail deliveries were banned 
except postal cards and first class 
mail. 

The Government mobilized com- 
mercial and military planes, motor 
vehicles and water-going craft to 
speed emergency shipments of 
food, fuel and medical supplies 
which were given top priority. 

But these facilities could not do 
the job of supplying a Nation 
geared to mass movement of goods 
by rail.

| It was submitted in the form of 


a letter to Mr. Truman from 
Johnston and Whitney. 

The President was out to lunch 
when the letter was placed on his 
desk. 

“Our men await only your word 
that they can return to work for 
the Government” on the basis of 
the peace offer, Johnston and 
Whitney advised the President. 

They said they would order 
their men back to work at once 
under these conditions: 

1. That they be granted the rec- 
ommendations of the original 
Emergency Fact-Finding Board 
for a 16-cents-an-hour increase 
and seven rules’ changes retroac- 
tive to Jan. 1. The two Unions 
had rejected Mr, Truman’s per- 
sonal proposal for an 18%%4-cent in- 
crease and no rule changes. 


2. That during the period of 


Government operation of the rail- 
| roads, the Unions be allowed to 
negotiate with the President or 
his representatives “concerning 
| any other fair wage increases,” 
They asked Mr. Truman to 
“keep the door open” to further 
consideration of differences re- 
garding working rules changes. 
They said this would “leave the 
matter of our contract with the 
carriers to be worked out in fur- 
ther negotiations.” 


Mr. Truman’s railroad seizure 
order stipulated that any agree- 
ment should be between the 
Unions and the carriers—not be 
tween the Unions and the Govern. 
ment.

Continued From First Page 
put in motion Mr. Truman’s re- 
quest for a long-range study of 
labor legislation to eliminate a re- 
currence of strikes such as the 
rail walkout. It approved legisla- 
tion to create a joint Congressional 
Committee of seven members from 
each body to investigate existing 
labor statutes and recommend cor- 
rective. legislation. 


In his address Mr. Truman said 
his temporary legislative plan 
should provide that after the gov- 
ernment has taken over an indus- 


try and has directed the men to 


remain at work or return to work, 
wage scales be fixed either by 
negotiation or by arbitrators ap- 
pointed by the President. When 
fixed, these scales would be retro- 
active. 

Net profits of Government oper- 
ation of any strikebound industry, 
if any, should go to the United 
States Treasury, he recommended. 
THE BILLS 

The identical bills introduced 
by Sen. Barkley in the Senate and 
by Rep. McCormack in the House 
contained the following provisions: 

l. In the event of Government 
seizure because of a labor dispute 
the President may proclaim a na- 
tional emergency if there is an in- 
terruption of operations. 

2. The President then could 
proclaim a time not less than 48 
hours later for employes and ex- 
ecutives of the seized property to 


‘return to work. 


3. He could also fix in the 
proclamation the terms and condi- 
tions of employment during the 
period of Government possession. 

4. Continuation of a shutdown 
after the President’s deadilne 
would be pniawful. Wilful viola- 
tion by strike leaders or manage- 
ment officials, would be subject to 


a maximum penalty of $5,000 fine 
and one year imprisonment. 

5. The Attorney General would 
be empowered to seek injunctive 
relief or temporary restraining 
orders through Federal District 
Courts. 

6. Any employe who failed to 
return to work and engaged in 
concerted interruption would be 
deemed to have voluntarily quit 
and lose his rights under the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act or the 
Railway Labor Act. Even if re- 
employed he would lose all pre- 
vious seniority rights. 

7. The President also would be 
empowered by proclamation to 
provide that any person who failed | 
to return to work within 24 hours 
after effective date of his deadline 
could be drafted into the Army. 
It would apply equally to man- 
agement and workers, and to labor 
union leaders. 

8. In fixing compensation to 
owners of seized properties, “due 
consideration” would be given to 
the fact that it was operating only 
under Government § intervention 
and any net profit above ordinary 
business expenses and payment of 
just compensation would go to the 
United States Treasury. 

Mr, Truman reiterated his criti- 
cism of Alvanley Johnston, head 
of the Engineers, and A. F. Whit- 
ney, President of the Trainmen, 
accusing them of “obstinate ar- 
rogance.”

Two weeks ago, a young woman from Butts County, who was 
suffering severe pain from bronchial asthma came to St. Joseph’s

She brought with her letters fr

county, stating that she was unable to pay regular hospital rates. 


She was admitted to St. Jo- 
seph’s and was given penicillin 
inhalations and hypodermics. Be- 
cause of her asthmatic condition, 
it was necessary to give her oxy- 
gen and other expensive medica- 
tions and laboratory examina- 
tions. Cost of X-rays alone was 
$105. She received the best medi- 
cal treatment the hospital had to 
offer. 

The woman now is much im- 
proved and after another week, 
she probably will be able to go 
home. 

Total cost to her husband will 
be $25. 

This case is not at all unusual, 
for last year 376 patients were 
hospitalized through the Out-Pa- 
tient Clinic at St. Joseph’s. Most 
of these paid a small nominal fee, 
but some of them paid nothing 
at all. 

OPENED FOR INDIGENT 

Out-Patient Clinics were opened 
in September, 1938. They were 
opened to care for indigent per- 
sons from rural sections adjacent 
to Atlanta, who are unable to pay 
for similar services elsewhere and 
are not eligible for free treatment 
in municipal or county hospitals. 

Each week the following clinics 


aré held at St. Joseph’s: Prenatal, | 
Obstetrics, Medical, Surgical, Post- | 
Pediatrics, | 
Neurology, | 


partum, Orthopedic, 
Dental, Dermatology, 
Urology, Pneumothorax, and Eye, 
Ear, Nose and Throat. 


The staff of these clinics con- 
sists of graduate and student 
nurses, a Social Service worker 
and physicians and surgeons ap- 
pointed from time to time by the 
Hospital’s Governing Board. The 
Doctors give their services gratis. 

The Obstetric Clinic was begun 
soon after World War I at the 
request of physicians, who saw 
the need for providing treatment 
for those whose incomes were too 
high for them to be allowed free 
treatment in the Municipal Hos- 
pital and too low to pay regular 
hospital and  physician’s 


which takes care of all pre-natal 
examinations, delivery, hospitali- 
zation and postpartum examina- 
tions. 

Mrs. Kathryn Marks is the effi- 
cient and sympathetic director of 
the St. Joseph’s clinics. She her- 
self was graduated from St. Jo- 
seph’s 25 years ago and she has 
been with the hospital since that 
time. 

Clinic “patients, she says, show 
“the most beautiful spirit of grati- 
tude” for what is offered them. 

“I think I have the best job in 
the whole hospital,” smiled the 
Clinic Director. “Clinic patients 
make the best patients. ... They 
are less complaining. ... They 
seemingly can stand more.... And 
they are so grateful for all you do 
to help them.” 

As tokens of their gratitude, for- 
mer clinic patients often bring Mrs. 
Marks flowers and food from their 
farms, she said. 

“I’m looking forward to water- 
melon season,” she laughed. 

A campaign to raise $1,500,000 
for expansion of St. Joseph's In- 
firmary is now under way in At- 
lanta. If the proposed expansion 
is carried out, there will be a new 
and larger Out-Patient Clinic for 
treating indigent patients. But the 
Out-Patient Clinic is but one of 
the many improvements that will 
come with the new building.

Right now the Navy isn't look- 
ing for a thing except aviation 
cadets, who interest the procure- 
ment people mildly. They hope, 
however, if the Holloway Plan is 
approved by Congress, to inaugu- 
rate a program to train enough 
air and line offcers through the 
nation’s colleges to supplement the 
Annapolis turnout. 

The program, Capt. 
Says, embrace two phases, the avi- 
ation cadet program and the 
NROTC. 

The only thing a young man, 17 
years or older, can do right now 
toward becoming a Naval officer, 
says the Captain, is to enter col- 
lege. If Congress approves the 
Holloway Plan, the student can 
apply for one or the other of the 
programs. 

In the Aviation Cadet program, 
the student attends any college of 
his choice. He wears civilian 
clothes, but is paid by the Navy. 
After two years in college, 
takes flight training, spends a 
year with the fleet as a midship- 
man, is commissioned an ensign 
and then spends another year with 
the fleet. He is then entitled to 


two more years of college at the | 


Navy’s expense. 

In the ROTC program, the stu- 
dent must attend one of the 52 col- 
leges participating in the NROTC 
program. He wears the uniform 
of a midshipman and takes Naval 
courses, is commissioned upon 
graduation and then spends 15 
months with the fleet. 

All this, of course, will mate- 
rialize only after Congress takes 
action. 

Young men are being enlisted 
now, says Capt. Duerfeldt, as avi- 
ation cadets with the understand- 
ing that if the legislation does not 
pase Congress, the deal is off and 
they are released to civilian life.

the product for the smaller towns. 

Many of the Staté’s farmers are 
not so quick to agree with this 
view of the future. They point to 
11 of the State’s largest cattle 
marts, where auction sales are 
held each week, and state the 


large companies are getting an ap-| 


proximate five percent of the cat- 

tle auctioned, where in former 

years they would get 75 percent. 
Today between 50 and 60 per- 


cent of cattle on the auction block 


is going back to the farmers them- 
selves, who are fattening it for 
stocker use, In addition, hundreds 
of head each week go to the small- 
er packing plants. 

Finally, under the direction of 
experts from the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service, farmers are mak- 
ing great strides in slaughtering 
and processing their own meats, 
according to the latest and most 
progressive methods of scientific 
agriculture.

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‘niques and trade wherever it is 
‘possible. The outcome would 
therefore be the extension of Brit- 
ish markets overseas by means 
which would, so far as possible, 
exclude competitors from them. 

Any general economic co-opera- 
tion on an international scale 
would thus become limited in ex- 
tent and the longer the process 
continued, the more difficult would 
be the return to collaboration. To 
secure these ends, there would 
‘have to be tariff increases, ex- 
‘change control, import quotas, 
commercial bilateralism instead of 
‘commercial multilateralism and, in 
accordance with all past experi- 
ences, competitive depreciation in 
exchange values to maintain in- 
dispensable markets. 

I do not see how the conse- 
quences can stop there. Great 
Britain must restore her export 
trade as the first essential in eco- 
nomic reconstruction. For how- 
ever great may be the increase 
in her agricultural production, she 
cannot feed herself. An attempt 
at large-seale emigration would 
deprive her of the most energetic 
and skilled of her workers, since 
it is these that other countries, 
like the Dominions, would alone 
be desirous of receiving. 

LOAN FROM COLONIES 

If there is to be a necessary re- 
vival of British exports, there must 
be a large-scale retooling of Brit- 
ish industries. If that cannot be 
thought of in terms of the Ameri- 
can loan, two other possibilities 
are open to us, first, a loan from 
elsewhere, such as the loan we 
have just received from Canada, 
and it is conceivable that other, 
if smaller, loans would be granted 
by Australia and New Zealand. 

At the highest level at which 
these are conceivable, they would 
inevitably go only a small way to 
meet our problems. It would 
therefore become necessary to re- 
capitalize British industry from its 
own revenue in the same way as 
Russia did after the October Revo- 
lution. 

That would mean two things: 
first, it would require lower wages 


partly to lower costs for export

ticular have been especially close. 
The purpose of such a_ union 
would be to free its members from 
dependence on America. 

I think the ultimate outcome of 
‘such a policy would be tragedy. 
It would make life hard and grim 
for Great Britain and those coun- 
tries which are in a similar posi- 
tion to Great Britain. Even with 
the immense producing capacity of 
America, it would make the mar- 
keting problem of American manu- 
facturers and their capacity, there- 
fore to provide anything like high 
employment, a difficult and dan- 
gerous one. 

The political results of such 
economic segration would breed 
ill will and insecurity. The result 
of this would be deeper economic 
disequilibrium, I do not think 
that we ought to forget that it was 
economic disequilibrium which 
was the major factor in bringing 
Hitler to power.

Petiot Pays With Life 
For Refugee Murders 


PARIS, May 25—(4)—A headsman wrote the final chapter Sat- 
urday in one of the weirdest murder stories in Paris criminal history, 
as slight, 55-year-old Dr. Marcel Petiot, a faint smile on his lips, paid 


with his life for the cold-blooded 
people. 

Public executions have been 
banned in France since 1939, and 
only a few witnesses, among them 
his lawyer, Rene Floriot, saw the 
mass murderer of the Rue la 


Sueur go to his death on the guil- | 


lotine. President Felix Gouin two 
days ago rejected a plea for a re- 
prieve. 

The lawyer thus described the 
swarthy little doctor’s last mo- 
ments: 

Petiot was awakened shortly 
after 4:15 a. m., and told his jailer, 
“I know what this is.”” He smoked 
one cigarette calmly, hastily 
scribbled a letter to his wife and 
another to his son, and then told 
the waiting guards: 

“Gentlemen, I am yours. 

At the foot of the guillotine 
block he received the last religious 
rites from a priest “to please my 
wife.” Then, manacled to his 
guards, he mounted the block, 
smiling faintly as he approached 
the knife. 

At 5 a. m. a lorry backed into 
the main gate of La Sante Prison. 
Ten minutes later it came out. 
Carrying a casket with Petiot's 
body, and lumbered away to tiny 
Ivry Cemetery. 

Shortly afterward an official no- 
tice was posted on the prsion gate, 
announcing that at 5:05 a.-m. the

The macabre case dated back 
to early in 1944, when black

| with the burned bones of the vic- 
tims and a lime pit with human 
remains. Months later Petiot was 
arrested. 

Petiot denied that he killed for 
profit. He boasted he was a mem- 
ber of a resistance group which 
executed collaborationists and 
Gestapo agents. But the court 
maintained his victims were Jews 
and other refugees attempting to 
escape the Gestapo aid Vichy au- 
thorities, who were lured to the 
mansion with promises of help.

The League of Women Voters 
is backing the proposal for a man- 
ager for the countys $5,000,000 
business. It favors a manager ap- 
pointed by the commission, but 


with powers clearly defined in the 
legislative act which will be need- 
ed to change the present status. 

If the majority wants a man- 
ager, county representatives in the 
general assembly will conduct 
hearings on the form and contents 
of a manager bill to be presented 
the assembly. In these hearings 
such matters as salary, tenure, 
powers and details of appointment 
will be worked out. Whether or 
not the manager is to be elected or 
appointed will also be decided. 
The League is opposed to election 
of a manager, fearing that poli- 
tics would determine his course in 
office. 

The only county commissioner 
actively in favor of the manager 
system is Charlie Brown, 

“Nobody would think of trying 
to run a bank with only a part- 
time board of directors and with- 
out a president,” he says. “That 
is what Fulton County is doing. 
The present system has been good 
in the past, but now growth of 
the county requires a full-time ex- 
ecutive.” 

The attitude of the others is that 
if the people want a county man- 
ager they want one, too, and are 
willing to help get one if the ref- 
erendum is favorable. 

“T was elected under the present 
system,” said Commissioner Bar- 
rett, “but I believe in carrying out 
the wishes of the electorate.” 

Many county officials are op- 


iposed to a county manager system

ANNUAL REPORT OF STANDARD OIL (N. J.) 


Because Standard Oil Company (New Jersey) with its affiliated companies 
is one of the nation’s large enterprises, its operations may be of interest not only 
to shareholders and employees, but to others as well. The following facts, 
selected from the Company’s Annual Report, just published, provide a good 
summary of the Report and cover the developments of greatest public interest.

' Bmd of War During World War II Jersey and 


its affiliates were called upon to a greater extent than 
any other company to fuel the armed forces of the 
country. They were the largest producers of 100 
octane gasoline in the world. They produced, in 
Government-owned plants which they operated, as 
much synthetic toluene (for TNT) as all the rest 
of the world combined. They were among the largest 
producers of the raw materials of synthetic rubber. 


Reconversiom Reconversion was carried out 
smoothly and quickly. It was possible, with relatively 
few difficulties, to change over from an intricate 
pattern of manufacture and transportation designed 
for a nation at war to an equally complex pattern 
fitted to a nation at peace, and to begin supplying, 
upon short notice, civilian demand for unrationed 


gasoline and many other products. 


Oil Production World-wide production of 
crude oil by consolidated companies was 995,000 
barrels per day, an increase of 8 percent. over 1944. 
During 1945 the domestic crude production of Jersey 
affiliates represented 9 percent of the oil produced 
in the United States, and their world-wide produc- 
tion amounted to 13.5 percent of the oil produced 
throughout the world. 


Refining The amount of crude oil processed in 
the domestic and foreign refineries of affiliated com- 
panies—1,119,900 barrels per day—represented an 
increase of 5 percent over 1944. Crude run to do- 
mestic refineries was 13 percent of the total crude 


processed in the United States. 


Transportation From the outbreak of hos- 
tilities in 1939 until V-J Day, 96 tankers owned by 
Jersey and affiliated companies were lost, either 
through capture or seizure by the enemy, sinking, 
collision, or stranding. The lost vessels have been 
partially replaced, and plans are under way to add 
further to the fleet’s carrying capacity. 


Marketing Everywhere, throughout the war, 
marketing activities were largely regulated by gov- 
ernment directives, and when these were ended in 
the United States and in some foreign areas there 
was a rapid return to normal competitive activity. 


World-wide sales of refined products in 1945 were at 
the rate of 1,193,000 barrels per day, an increase of 
4 percent over 1944. Of this amount 694,000 barrels 
per day were sold in the United States domestic 
market. 


Research Until the end of hostilities Jersey 
research was almost entirely on war work of highest 
importance. Immediate postwar research budgets 
will be approximately 50 percent above prewar 
budgets as part of a program to carry over into a 
peace-time world research begun for war, and to 
continue scientific inquiries on petroleum as a raw 
material for many products. 


Employee Relations Jersey and affiliates 
continued to enjoy excellent labor-management re- 
lations. When the war ended, Jersey’s domestic pe- 
troleum affiliates proposed upward adjustment in 
wages and salaries of 15 percent. This was accepted 
by all employee bargaining agencies involved. By 
March 1, 1946, an additional 3 percent had been 
negotiated and accepted. One of the best evi- 
dences of the satisfactory employee relationships in 
Jersey is the fact that 95 percent of the domestic 
employees who have been released from the armed 
forces have returned to the Company. 

More than 79 percent of eligible domestic em- 
ployees are now buying term life insurance under the 
Group Insurance Program for a total coverage of 
$160,241 ,800. 

Employees participating in the Thrift Plan con- 
tributed last year $15,019,011, which was supple- 
mented by Company contributions of $18,921,235. 


Earnings Consolidated net earnings in 1945 
amounted to $154,156,196, equivalent to $5.64 per 
share. For 1944 the consolidated net earnings were 
equivalent to $5.69 per share. During the year the 
Company paid dividends totaling $2.50 per share. 


Statement of Principles In order to make 
as clear as possible the Company’s outlook in today’s 
changing world, the Board of Directors has prefaced 
this year’s Annual Report with aspecial Statement of 
Principles. This expresses, for our stockholders and 
for anyone else interested, basic viewpoints and 
policies of the Company.

Russell's School 
Lunch Bill Goes 
To White House 


From The Constitution's Bureau 

WASHINGTON, May 25—Sen. 
Russell’s bill authorizing perma- 
nent Federal aid for a_ school 
lunch program ‘has been dis- 
patched to President Truman, fol- 


lowing final favorable action on 
the legislation by both House and 
Senate. 

The measure makes the extent 
of Federal aid dependent upon 
amount appropriated annually by 
Congress. 

House members approved $50,- 
000,000 for the lunches while the 
Senate hiked this to $75,000,000. 
A Conference Committee deleted 


these specific. ceilings and left the 
amount of aid up to the yearly 
discretion of Congress.

His plain, awkward Missouri words 
came strongly to the nation—like the text 
from Job 6:25, “How forcible are right 
words.” 

It was not so much Harry S. Truman 
speaking as it was the people. For two 
days the nation had been afraid, seeing 
the shadow of hunger appear on the hori- 
zon, feeling a sense of fear and futility as 
the machinery of 48 States and 130 million 
people slowed toward a halt. Was victory 
and unity in war to disintegrate into civil 
war at home? 

Hysteria and impatience had not stirred 
Harry S. Truman. 


Through all the clamor for hasty action, 
amidst all the shouting from the enemies 
of labor, he had striven as Americans ex- 
pected him to strive, for justice and a 
settlement acceptable to all. Amid all the 
sound of grinding of axes he had kept first 
before him the welfare of the country and 
his oath of office. 


Eighteen of the unions were willing to 
work for the government so that the whole 
people would not suffer. Two others were 
not. Somehow, somewhere, the leaders of 
the two unions had not seen that the moral 
might of the nation was now against them 
—that the people did not believe it right 
they should defy their government and let 
the nation suffer. 


So, Harry S. Truman talked to the 


nation on Friday night and to Congress on 
Saturday afternoon. 

The nation heard him with gratitude 
and regret ... gratitude that he spoke 
their thoughts; regret that any group had 
so far confused its own desires as to con- 
fuse government with management and 
defy their own government. It had aban- 
doned collective bargaining and was at- 
tempting to coerce its own government. 

Harry S. Truman was not vindictive or 
small. He has grown in national stature. 
He rose to the occasion. He was as strong 
for the rights of labor ... so long as it did 
not endanger the nation. He merits the 
gratitude and respect of all for forcing a 
settlement. 

Yet, it is apparent this is but a truce. 

Somehow the nation and labor must 
solve this problem—how may a strike be 
determined to be affecting the national 
welfare and how may it be called off and 
settled? 

That is for Congress to say. It must 
grant the temporary legislation and plan 
for permanent laws. 

Settlement of the strike was but a step. 
We must go on to form a comprehensive 
labor policy, as the President asked. There 
must be machinery to bridge the gulfs of 
the future. 

The nation must always come first. 

Let none of us, as individuals or groups, 
forget that.

The KKK’s 
Candidate Plan 


The KKK Committee, or as they spell it 
“Kommittee,” is trying to get a Negro to an- 
nounce for political office—for Governor or for 
Congress. 
This is in the interests of one of the candidates for Governor. 
He has no part in the idea. It is the idea of this small Committee 
of Klansmen. 


It is not an idea brought to the floor of the Klan Konklave. 
Those participating include two well-known racketeers. 


From this meeting it was reported to me factually that they 
had gone to see a Negro who had a good character and a good record. 
They offered him $5,000 in cash if he would enter. They advised 
him they would also pay his entry fee. They then further advised 
that he leave town, probably to Havana, Cuba, until the “excite- 
ment” died down. They reported back that the Negro had taken 
it “under advisement.” The Negro, reportedly, is very much upset. 

Their idea was that if a Negro could be persuaded or bribed to 
run for office it would bolster the propaganda—which the sensible 
people of Georgia properly are rejecting—that the “niggers” are 
trying to take over politics. This is the theme of one of the candl- 
dates and they want to help him fake it. 

My: informant has given me the name of the Negro contacted 
and also the names of some of those on the Committee.

He has merely said 
he would welcome the KKK support and they are trying to help him. 


There has been discussion, before the full membership, that if 
some “trouble” could be stirred up nearer the time of the primary 
it would “help” this candidate who has solicited KKK support. No 
definite action has yet been taken. Similar influences are seeking 
where they can to find Negro dupes to “qualify” as minor candi- 
dates. This is part of the plan. 


Surprise They also have been discussing a surprise or, as they 
call it, a “bombshell.” When Imperial Wizard James 
Colescott replaced the genial Doc Evans, known to his friends as 
“the Wiz,” that gentleman mailed out to a number of men about 
the State an unsolicited membership card already filled out. It was 
a sort of honorary membership. Those receiving them had never 
applied for membership, had never been to a meeting and had had 
no sort of affiliation. Some persons kept the cards. A few, even, 
may have affiliated themselves. Others simply threw the cards 
away or mailed them back. 
But the boys have got the lists and so they are planning to fake 
claims of membership 1n the Klan. That is one of the things they 
are working on and talking about gleefully. 


So, you may expect, any day now, charges of Klan membership 
to be spread around where they think it will smear. 

One of the candidates for Governor is a former Klan official 
and another has solicited Klan support. They are anxious to dis- 
tract attention from that so they will attempt, by fake charges sup- 
ported by Colescott’s list, well photostated, to smear some of those 
opposing them. 

I have the confessions made by the Klansmen in 1940, at the 
time Ike Gaston was found flogged to death and at the time a great 
many other men were beaten to the point of death. 

This talk of secret Committees sounds far-fetched but these confes- 
sions tell about them and so I will get around to them in a day or so. 


Meanwhile, I present this factual plan of what the KKK actually 
has discussed and what it plans through “secret” Committees. I 
doubt if the Cyclops himself knows about the Negro candidate plan. 
They told me he knew about it “unofficially” and therefore will be 
able to deny it “vigorously.”

It Is the Long Pull 
That Shows Stamina 


Have you ever watched.an eagle, or a buz- 
zard, or a gull, circling in the sky? Noted the 
effortless ease with which it floats upon the air, 

motionless wings upholding it as it swoops and sails around? It is 
a picture of relaxation, of the restful ease with which a creature 
can live in the element for which it was created by nature. There 
is nothing so simple, so effortless, as such a bird, lazing through 
the air. 

Have you ever seen a running animal, a fox or a hare or a dog 
or other quadruped, racing to and fro, running across the land, 
playing with its own speed? Such a creature can run for hours, all 
day, and still be strong and fast and fresh at the end. 

Have you ever seen a man walking, bearing a burden, perhaps, 
slogging through mud or striding across the dusty earth, moving §n 
comparative slowness toward his goal? Have you ever thought how 
much more quickly, despite the slowness of his method of locomo- 
tion, the man grows tired than does the running dog or the soaring 
eagle? 

Think upon these things and then see how a familiar Bible 
quotation builds to a climax, though it may seem at first glance to 
fade from climax into the commonplace. You will find it Verse 31 
of the 40th Chapter of Isaiah: 

“,.. they shall mount up with wings as eagles; they shall run, 
and not be weary; and they they shall walk, and not faint.” 


The high-soaring eagle, the speeding hare, 
present much more spectacular pictures 
than does the plodding man. There is beauty of motion to attract 
the eye, to compel awe, in the great bird. There is the marvel of 
physical speed as you glimpse the flesh of the passing fox. There 
is nothing but the commonplace, the ordinary, in the sight of the 
walking man. Your eye scarcely notices him. You see no beauty 
in his slow and steady stride. 

There are men in spirit akin to the eagle. They mount to the 
topmost heights of popular acclaim, seemingly overnight. They per- 
form some spectacular achievement and, at once, catch the eye 
of the crowd, receive the plaudits of the mob as, so gracefully, they 
ascend into the rarified atmosphere of the heroic. By their very 
nature, spectacular achievement is easy for them. 

There are men, m the race of competitive life, who flash by 
their slower brothers with the speed, seemingly, of a racing hound. 
While others move so slowly toward the goals set, these jump 
ahead without much effort. They are those of many natural gifts, 
thosé who, in school, head their classes as by preordained right; in 
business life they are the ones who win fortune or place with a 
laugh. 

Then there are those, the average men, who must plod along 
for years to gain even the foothills of human achievement. These 
are the ones who worked, in the school days, night after night to 
make the passing mark. These are the ones who struggle, in busi- 
ness, to remain solvent, to hold their chins above the rising waters 
of failure.

Without discounting the glory and the ability 
Unsung Heroes of the men who soar, the men who race, to 
fame and fortune, think awhile on the little men, the day-by-day 
plodders, the humble ones. Are they not, if truth were told, the 
true heroes of life, even though unsung? 

There is the inconspicuous father. The father of a little family 
who, faced with the necessity of providing the best he can for those 
children of his, must forget his youthful dreams, must take no eco- 
nomic chances, must reconcile himself to the humdrum safe ways 
of life. 

In some minor job he is always faithful, for he dare not risk 
the loss of pay envelope. Making bare subsistence, his life be- 
comes nothing but a parade of self-sacrifice, little self-denials, but 
always uncomplaining, for are they not for his dear ones at home? 
He wears shabby clothes, often he walks to save the few pennies 
of a trolley fare.

And Pretext 


Recent stories telling of the re- 
vival of the Ku Klux Klan bring 
back some very horrid memories 
of the early ’20s when those robed 
and hooded apostles of hatred 
burned crosses on Stone Mountain, 
and then rode off in the darkness 
of night to spread terror among 
the victims of their racial and re- 
ligious prejudices. It is quite 
proper that our Governor should 
ask the Attorney General if there 
is any legal way in which the Klan 
can We suppressed, because any 
group of men, with their identity 
concealed by masks, who ride by 
night to execute secret sentences 
upon their victims, is a menace to 
the peace and safety of our entire 
community. 

The freedom and safety of peo- 
ple in any social order rests pri- 
marily upon the principle that 
each man must be held personally 
responsible for his words and acts. 
in order to make this principle ef- 
féctive, it must be easy to identify 
every citizen. This is the underly- 
ing reason for legal records of 
names and addresses. Here is the 
danger of an “alias.” It is difficult 
to hold “Dr. Jekyl’ responsible 
for the deeds of “Mr. Hyde.” If a 
number of men appear upon our 
streets, even in the daytime, dis- 
guised by any concealment, any 
one of the number may commit an 
illegal offense and everyone who 
is disguised, whether wittingly or 
unwittingly, is aiding him to es- 
cape identification. 

When the Klan was at the peak 
of its prestige and power, reports 
were published of innumerable 
acts of lawlessness, ranging all the 
way from cowardly anonymous 
warnings to brutal murders, com: 
mitted behind the masks and sym- 
bols of the order. It was vehe- 
mently denied that these acts were 
committed by members. Officials 
declared that criminals had stolen 
their regalia. Granting for the 
sake of argument that these offi- 
cials did know that these crimes 
were not committed by their mem: 
bers, they must accept the respon- 
sibility for having made it easier 
for criminals to commit. their 
crimes in safety. 

Unless the constitution of this 
order has been changed, one of its 
declared purposes is, “to aid in 
the enforcement of the law.” A 
former Imperial Wizard said, on 
several occasions, “where the law 
is weak, we shall add strength to 
it.” The carrying out of this pur- 
pose by a body of unknown men 
would be a constant menace to the 
liberties of our citizens—a deadly 
blow to democracy. The sacred 
function of the enforcement of the 
law can be safely placed only in 
charge of the legally elected offi- 
cers of the government. For any 
private citizens to seize this au- 
thority means to usurp the funda- 
mental rights of the people. To 
grant this privilege to any secret 
organization would be to surren- 
der the lives and property of the

Whom Will the Klan

Ex-Gov. Talmadge is trying—and virtually 
succeeding—in stealing the Ku Klux Klan sup- 
‘6 port from ex-Gov. Rivers as the two former 
Governors seek a comeback this Summer. Although so far as is - 
known Talmadge is not a Klansman himself, he is speaking the 
language the hooded terrors like to hear as he tries to stir up racial 
hatred over the State. Rivers, himself a former if not a present 
officer in the shrouded Klan, is not as strong with the bunch as 
he was when he was Governor, because his position on Negro voting 
is not to the Klan’s liking.

bill, sometimes changing the bill’s entire meaning before the author 
or House members realize what is done. 

Listen to this. It is Charlie speaking from experience: 

“In 1945, on the last day of the session, two past Presidents of 
the Georgia Bar Association and your present President were watch- 
ing the completion of action on the bar’s program. The bill regulat- 
ing foreign corporations came back from the Senate with an amend- 
ment attached. There was no time within which to give the amend- 
ment careful thought, but we agreed that it seemed to do no harm, 
and I asked the House to agree to the Senate amendment, which it 
did. Imagine our embarrassment when we found the next day, after 
the Legislature stood adjourned, that the innocent amendment 
changed the bill so that instead of accomplishing its aim of author- 
izing suits to be brought against foreign corporations in the coun- 
ties in this State where the subject matter of the suit was trans- 
acted, it would in effect have required all such actions to be brought 
in one county. Fortunately, this was discovered before it was ap- 
proved by the Governor and at our request the bill was vetoed and 
was passed in its original form in 1946. 

“If this could happen to persons with considerable experience 
in legislative draftsmanship, have not the people the right to 
demand that our legislative machinery be overhauled and mod- 
ernized?” 

The move to reorganize the Legislature so as to end some of 
the confusion and give more study to bills seems to be growing. 
Senate President Frank Gross came out for reduction of commit- 
tees and printing of bills and greater study by committees some 
time ago. Gowen advocated similar steps in both branches of the 
General Assembly.

Engineers are going to tear up 


a 28-mile stretch of the Savannah River and a 15-mile section of 
Savanah Beach and throw it into a rock-crusher to be ground up 


into little bits. 


The problem of what to do with the Savannah to make it quit 
its bad habit of dropping its silt in the channel beside the City 
wharfs, making navigation hazardous at slack tide, has been 


solved, the Engineers believe. 


Six years ago at the U. S. Water- 


ways Experiment Station here, they built out of concrete an exact 
scale reproduction of the Savannah River where it flows past the 
City, set up a tide machine to duplicate the action of the sea as it 
ebbed and flowed in the river, and sat down to figure what to do 


to the river to make it behave. 


They tried cut-offs here and there which would bring some of 


the water which escapes 


into Back River, 


back into the main 


channel and that didn’t work. They tried half a dozen different 
ways of canaling and dredging at up-river spots to give the river 
@ greater velocity of flow at the bottom. None of them worked. 
Now they seem to have hit upon the answer—a 34-foot channel 
instead of the 30 feet existing now to a distance of about three 
miles above town, and above that for a way a 30-foot channel in- 
stead of the 26-foot depth that exists there “in nature” as the 


Engineers say. 


< 


The Savannah project is laid out in a building about the size of 
® basketball court, and it reproduces, in minutest detail, every twist 
and turn of the ambling river as it makes its way through the 


marshes. 


The scale, for those who like to figure, is one foot to 


1,000 feet, horizontally, and one foot to 150 feet vertically. The 
flow scale is on a basis of one cubic foot to 285,000 cubic feet, 


approximately. Since the 


Savannah’s fresh-water flow is about 


4.000 cubic feet a second, on the reduced scale the flow coming 
in from the fresh-water source is very small indeed, but it fills 


the channel surprisingly fast. 


Fascinating Gadget 


The tide machine is a fascinating gadget. 
It brings in salt water—at exactly the 


Same degree of salinity as the water of the Atlantic off Savan- 


mah Beach—at exactly the same flow. 


It takes 9 minutes and 22 


seconds to reproduce a 12-hour and 4-minute tide, and the machine 


does it automatically. 


So perfectly is the model built the Engineers here found that 
they had duplicated a condition on the model that actually exists 


in the river. 


That is the “dead” condition ‘of the salt bottom water 


below Savannah, where, though the surface water may be moving 
along at a three-foot-a-second clip, the bottom water lies still as 


a lake. 


This, the Engineers say, is the cause of the heavy silting. 


The salt water acts as a reagent to take out the silt the fresh water 
is bringing down, and the dead water at the bottom lets it drop 
im one place instead of washing on to sea. 

The Savannah model, which was built before the war to test 
the efficacy of extending the jetties—it proved to be of no value— 
did wartime shipping one great service. By studying the twists and 
turns the Engineers found how to cut a short channel which saved 
ships on the inland waterways—carrying important war materials 
safely to the Gulf in defiance of the subs lurking offshore—a long 


sail out of their way. 


Once, just to see what would happen, the Engineers here repro- 
duced the great flood on the Savannah which did so much dam- 
age some years ago when 270,000 cubic feet of water a second came 


roaring down the river. 
the building away. 


Prize Exhibit 


It did damage here too. 


It almost washed 


The prize exhibit here, of course, and the one 
which tourists come from everywhere to see, is 


the Mississippi model. Too big to be housed, it lies outdoors on an 


open flat as big as two football fields laid end to end. 


It repro- 


duces the anfractuosities (that’s a four-dollar word meaning wind- 
ings and turnings) of the Mississippi from Helena, Ark., to Don- 
aldsonville, La., a distance of 600 miles. The big study here is flood 
control, instead of shoaling, as in the Savannah, and the cut-offs 


are numerous. Already, by 


cutting through some of the 


great 


bends at the neck, they have shortened the river by 120 miles, and 


are seeking other cut-off sites. 


Except for a few riverbank landowners who hate to see the 
water diverted even though it does, ever so often, put them and 
all their family up a tree, the Engineers’ efforts at flood control 
seem to have the approval of most everybody. Everybody, that is, 
except the veteran riverboat pilots. They hate the cut-offs with a 
passionate hatred, because on upriver runs the rush of water 
through the narrow, deep cut-offs makes them feel, sometimes, as 


if they were trying to nudge their barges up Niagara Falls.

Bargaining 
The Answer 


WASHINGTON — It is rather 
discouraging to sit in the Senate 
gallery these days. 

It takes you back many, many 
years, 

It takes you back before the days 
when the Senate passed the Social 
Security Bill more than 10 years 
ago and thereby accepted the prin- 
ciples that the Government, rep- 
resenting the people, has a respon- 
sibility to provide for its citizens 
in old age through contributory 
pensions and for unemployment 
by benefits administered by the 
States. 


Even before that, and more so 
since, forward-looking corpora- 
tions and Labor Unions have pro- 
vided many benefits for their 


through co-operative arrangements 
written into Union agreements by 
collective bargaining. These in- 
clude health and welfare pro- 
grams, retirement pensions, vaca- 
tions, and other benefits regarded 
as socially desirable in a machine 
civilization. 


SOME OF THESE health and 
welfare programs have been fi- 
nanced by the corporations and 
administered entirely by the Un- 
ions. Many corporation executives 


| prefer it that way so that the 


workers will be satisfied and, in 
case of complaint, the Union itself 
will have the responsibility. 


This sort of co-operative effort 
to improve working conditions 
servatives who have shied away 
from having the Government do 
this sort of thing. 


BUT NOW the miners come 
along with such a proposal and 
the Senate proceeds to stop it on 
behalf of the operators. There is 
plenty of quarrel with the way 
John L. Lewis has handled his 
case. The high contribution he 
has asked—seven percent of the 
total industry payroll — would 
make a huge fund for his Union 
to control, particularly since Mr. 
Lewis is so dominant in the Un- 
ion. A compromise through col- 
lective bargaining, by which prop- 
er controls might be set up, would 
seem to be the answer.

JOHN L. LEWIS has injured 
all workers by the uncompromis- 
ing manner in which he has 
handled this matter. 


That seems to be the original 
error. 

But the Senate now compounds 
this error by coming along to 
legislate. The weakness of the po- 
sition of Sen. Byrd, Democrat, 
Virginia, who __ sponsored an 
amendment to the Labor Bill is 
shown by his successive revisions 
of his proposal. 

First, he wanted to outlaw Un- 
ion control of such a health and 
welfare fund contributed by a 
corporation. Then he proposed 


to place control in the party, em- 
ployer or Union, which contribut- 
ed the larger amount of the fund. 
That would have caused revision 
in a number of existing plans. 


THE FINAL PLAN, worked out 
at a conference of Republicans 
and Southern Democrats, was to 
exempt present health and wel- 
fare plans until contracts expire 
and to provide for joint Manage- 
ment-Union control. 

There is one man in the Senate 
who is qualified perhaps better 
than any other to discuss this sub- 
ject. That is Sen. Morse, Repub- 
lican, Oregon, who was for a long 
time the public member of the 
War Labor Board. In answer to 
the complaint raised that this 
health and welfare fund would 
be inflationary, he pointed out 
that the War Labor Board had 
encouraged the establishment of 
health and welfare plans and had 
never considered this assistance 
to workers as part of the stabili- 
zation program, like wages. 


THE BYRD PROPOSAL, he 
said, would encourage employers 
to resist the creation of such 
plans. He pointed out that it is 
a fact, whether justified or not, 
that workers are suspicious of 
such programs imposed by corpo- 
rations under a fixed plan, such as 
Mr. Byrd proposed. . Unless the 
plan is the result of an agreement 
between Management and Union, 
any company which imposed one 
according to pattern he told the 


‘Senate, would be buying future 
‘wrangling with the Union. 

“It is much better when you can 
put through such programs with 
good, old-fashioned collective bar- 
'gaining,” he said.

THE NET CHANGE in Demo- 
cratic party strength since the 
1944 elections, as reflected in to- 
day’s poll, has been a loss of 1.3 
percentage points. This compares 
very closely with the net loss suf- 
fered by the Democrats between 
the 1940 and 1944 Presidential 
elections, which amounted to 1.2 
percentage points. 

The latest drop eats into what 
may be termed the Democratic 
margin of safety. In 1936, the 
Democrats had a wide margin of 
safety, when Roosevelt was put 
into office with 62.5 percent of 
the major party popular vote. 

In 1940, the margin was cut, but 
it was still substantial.

The other night a feminine 
patron of the Fairfax Theater 
chanced to see sparks flying 
from the projection machine in 
the booth .of the theater. With- 
out exercising any presence of 
mind at all, she créed “fire, 
fire.” The natural thing for the 
rest of the theatergoers to do 
was to break for the exits. For- 
tunately no one was injured 
seriously, but it was just an act 
of Providence which prevented 
another disaster. 

Had this woman stopped, sur- 
veyed the situation and quietly 
informed an usher or the man- 
ager, who has been trained to 
handle such situations, the the- 
ater could have been clearéd 
quietly and orderly. 

It turned out there was no 
real danger at all. Projection 
machines, which burn arcs, give 
off these sparks quite frequently 
and there is no danger. Besides, 
the projection booth of any 
theater is entirely fashioned of 
concrete and should the machine 
catch on fire, the projectionist 
has ample apparatus to ex- 
tinguish the blaze at a moment’s 
notice. 


Ounce of Prevention 


Some of the old-timers in the 
show business were reminiscing 
the other day at the Variety 
club about this very thing—the 
horrors of mass hysteria and 
ways the old-timers prevented 
anyone from being hurt when 
such an instance arose. 

There was a time in Texas 
when a drape backstage in a 
theater caught fire. The man- 
ager was aware of it, but none 
of his patrons was. He quietly 
walked onto the stage, told the 
patrons a movie star was in the 
lobby and he wanted everyone 
to meet him. “Would they kind- 
ly move quietly to the lobby,” 
he asked them, assuring them 
he would stop the picture until 
they had made the acquaintance 
of the star. Everyone moved 
into the lobby and here they 
were told to “get the H «-- - out 
—the joint is on fire.” 

Theaters should be required 
to caution its patrons to keep a 
cool head in event of fire or 
other danger. A brief message 
on the screen after each show 
would keep the people ever- 
mindful to remain calm, take 
their time in moving out. 

Who can tell, it may save

They did not call the tests a dud 
as such. But they cautioned the 
public against expecting anything 
as spectacular as happened at Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. 

In fact, they said the vast ex- 
periment is likely to furnish little 
information of the war potential of 
the awesome weapon in fleets and 
“nothing of scientific value” for 
peacetime uses of atomic energy. 

But the under-water test sched- 
uled for next year is likely to 
prove more spectacular, they said. 
It may develop tidal wave effects 
and produce extreme and unpre- 
dicted results.” 

These views were contained in a 
report prepared by the Los Ala- 
mos scientists—the men who de- 
veloped and tested the first atom 
bomb. 

The report was circulated by the 
National Federation of Scientists. 


SCIENCE DISAPPROVES 


It said the scientists are partici- 
pating in the tests “with heavy 
hearts and without enthusiasm,” 
and only at request of the armed 
forces. The experiment is based 
upon “a frightful idea” that man- 
kind may face an atomic war. Be- 
cause of this, the report said, the 
military forces have a mission of 
preparedness “fantastic and short- 
sighted though it may seem.” 


poses and results of the Navy ex- 
periments” the _ scientists made 
these points: 

1, A direct atom bomb hit, or 
near miss, will destroy any ship 
ever built. But most of the 100 
ships in the tests probably will go 
undamaged because of their wide 
dispersal. Dr. Hans Bothe, former- 
ly Director of Theoretical Physics 
at Los Alamos. has predicted that 
not one capital ship will be sunk. 

2. Instrument data on the force 
of the bomb blast should, at least 
in part, be made public as no 
valid conclusions can be drawn 
by damage to ships. 

3. The deep under-water test, 
scheduled for next year, will be 
far more important than the air or 
surface drops and might endanger 
an entire fleet. 


HIGH-FLYING BOMBS 


4. Guided missiles, robombs 
and other weapons, arching 
through the stratosphere beyond 
reach of radar detection or de- 
fense, may threaten even greater 
damage than the bombs used 
against Japan. 

5. No immediate answer on the 
role of the Navy in future wars 
will be fortcoming because of pos- 
sible incalculable damage to 
ships and personnel from radio- 
active particles in the air and wa- 
ter. A breeze containing such par- 
ticles might bring death to sailors 
on ships miles away from an 
atomic explosion. Special precau- 
tions against such an eventuality, 
though taken under test condli- 
tions, may not be available in 
war. 

The scientists said they would 
issue a special report at the con- 
clusion of the tests, based on the 
findings of participating § scien- 
tists.

NEW YORK, May 25—(/)}—President Truman Saturday pledged 
the full support of the United States to the United Nations Economie 
and Social Council in its struggle to “make peace a reality” and 
“advance fundamental rights of man through the world.” 


The President’s declaration was 


made in a message of welcome | 


read to the Council by U. S. Dele 
gate John G. Winant as the Eco- 
momic and Social Agency opened 
its first New York meeting to 
tackle the long-range problem of 
removing the causes of war. 


Mr. Truman pointed out that 
the Council had the heavy task of 
mobilizing “the constructive 
forces of mankind for the vic- 
tories of peace” just as the Secu- 
rity Council had the responsibility 
for removing new threats to 
peace. 

COUNCIL’S PROGRAM 

“Your task,” his message said, 
“is to achieve freedom from want, 
to encourage production, help to 
open up transport and clear com- 
munications, and to assure higher 
standards of living.

UNIQUE. The old psychological trick 
of getting rid of your troubles by talk- 
ing about them is the basis for one of 
the world’s most unique occupations. 

“If you talk enough about any- 
thing it becomes unimportant,” ex- 
plains 60-year-old, white-haired 
Clarissa Beach. Down in St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., she’s proving her point by 
making her living as a “professional 
listener.”” 

A parade of people — mostly elder- 
ly — stream into her one-room apart- 
ment with their fears and troubled 
consciences, pay her one dollar for 45 
minutes of expert listening. 

One man’s wife had left him after 
40 years because he started drinking. 
An elderly spinster contemplated 
suicide, had already written notes to 
each member of her family. 

**Talking about their troubles seems 
to provice a solution,” Miss: Beach 
said. “I don’t do anything, just sit 
and nod. I try to cluck sympatheti- 
cally at the right time.” 

But she gets results: The man 
whose wife had left him resolved to 
win her back. The spinster abandoned 
her suicide plans. 


INQUISITIVE. Miss Beach won't 
advise her clients. “They arrive at 
their own decisions,”’ she says. Al- 
though her curiosity is often aroused, 
she never makes an attempt to learn 
the outcome. 

Jolly, amply proportioned Clarissa 
taught school for 40 years in Buffalo. 
She got her talking-out-your-troubles 
idea listening to complaints and wor- 
ries of children and parents. “I guess 


I’ve always been a professional lis- 
tener,”’ she laughs. 

Her “office’’ has comfortable old 
rocking chairs, an electric light under 
logs in a dummy fireplace. “They're 
not props,” she says. “I just like 
things cheerful.” 

Sometimes, as when a particularly 
talkative client pours out his inner- 
most tragedies and complexes, she'll 
turn her head slightly to one side as 
though in an intent moment of listen- 
ing.

Then 
he read them this message. At its conclusion, China’s leaders 
decided to fight on. H. H. Chang, Chinese diplomat and biog- 
rapher of the Generalissimo, translated these “Words to Live By” 
for THIS WEEK. He calls this passage the core of Confucian 
political philosophy. Today we can well heed its plea for the 
cultivation of personal virtue as the basis of effective government 


and genuine peace among nations.

A FORECAST 
FOR AMERICA 


Plenty, a noted physician says 
here. He tells what’s wrong and 
what can be done about it... 


T’s about time that we doctors threw off 
To. cloak of professional immunity and 
let the American public take a look at us. 
We've worn this musty garment for a number 
of years. It. has served us well. But it doesn’t 
fit any more. 

To put it bluntly, our citizens are entitled 
to better medical treatment than they are 
getting at our hands. And only by a realistic 
appraisal of our fitness as physicians to prac- 
tice medicine can this deficiency be met. 

For we suffer no lack of the science. We 
startle ourselves daily with new medical 
achievements. What we have failed to do is 
to demand of our minds and hearts the im- 
provement we demand of our techniques and 
equipment. Of course, there are many reasons 
for this trend. Some of them may seem today 
to be beyond our control. But that’s no excuse 
for not facing conditions honestly — and 
seeing what can be done to remedy them. 

The plain truth is that doctors are losing 


the human touch. We doctors —- and I mean 
all of us who are proud of our profession and 
of ourselves — are letting ourselves be caught 
in a series of vicious circles. We are forgetting 
that a physician’s importance depends not 
only on his knowledge of medicine, but on the 
personal qualities he brings to its practice. We 
are losing sight of our responsibility not only 
to repair the body, but to rekindle the spirit. 

If the trend persists, medicine may soon be 
caught in the same dilemma as physical sci- 
ence. We shall approach mechanical perfec- 
tion without the sense to make the best use 
of our discoveries. When and if that happens, 
the doctor will find himself losing his honored 
place in society. 


Doctors Face These Problems 


Tuat is the disease — what are its symp- 
toms? 

First of all, look about you and you will 
see a profession which is placing increasing 
emphasis on the construction of vast hospital 
facilities and giving less thought to the human 
medical talent which will make or break them. 
It is the men versus hospitals — hospitals as 
impersonal as warehouses. 
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Then there is the problem of overspeciali- 
zation. A human approach to medicine must 
be cultivated. But the new doctor gets the 
humanity squeezed out of him in the race for 
financial success and in the overpowering 
and impersonal groove of specialization which 
doctors are encouraged to follow. 

Specialists we must have. The field of 
medicine is too large for any one man to 
know all parts equally well. Nevertheless, 
considering the interdependence of organs 
and functions, doctors as a whole limit their 
value to the community if too many become 
“gall-bladder specialists,”’ or “throat men,” 
or “allergy experts,”’ incapable of diagnosing 
the whole man. 

The narrowing of the general practitioner’s 
role to that of transmission belt to the spe- 
cialist’s office only reduces further the 
“human touch” in medicine. 

The general practitioner's reputation for 
competence suffers when he constantly refers 
patients to other men, and with it the “‘family- 
doctor”’ feeling of confidence he should inspire. 

There are many specialists who have be- 
come as important to their patients, person- 
ally and professionally, as any old-fashioned 


family doctor ever did. But too often special- 
ists, receiving the patients second hand, be- 
come a kind of expert repairman. They are the 
jewelers who oil the watches, replace the 
mainsprings and fix the stems without ever 
knowing the owners. 


Let’s Improve Medical Ethics 


Tue patient, meanwhile, finds the cost of 
medical treatment higher and the guarantee 
of a wholly cured body and spirit no greater. 

A symptom just as disturbing is the lack 
of a clear definition and a clear view of the 
profession’s ethics. Lip service is paid to 
Hippocrates while, all too often, fee splitting 
exists. Few doctors are compelled to ac- 
count for incorrect diagnosis, unsuc- 
cessful medication or bad surgery. 

Our code of ethics is worthy — but out- 
moded. It gives undeserved protection to the 
has-beens and the never-weres. Little or no 
attention is paid to the basic moral and spiri- 
tual values which should be the foundation 
of our ethical code. 

These are the signposts to a danger which 
cuts across the entire medical profession, 
across every age group. Each doctor, in one. 


way or another, has been touched by current 
trends which, in themselves, have been height- 
ened by the war. 

There are the doctors who stayed at home. 
Harassed, overworked, exhausted. they have 
had little time or energy to worry about 
what’s happening to them and to that essen- 
tial “human touch.” 

There is that great army of doctors who 
went into uniform and whose development 
was stunted by the war. Most doctors, re- 
gardless of their training, came out of service 
with at least as much skill as they went in 
with. But military medicine benefited com- 
paratively few physicians. Those stationed at 
general hospitals could enlarge their capaci- 
ties. Others, like the battalion surgeons, were 
unable — in fact, forbidden — to go beyond 
primary treatment of their patients. 

Still others — 35 per cent of all those in 
service, according to the New England “‘Jour- 
nal of Medicine” — “did work which was 
non-medical in character.” 

There is a group even harder hit: We have 
now, as a result of the war. some 20,000 men 
with M.D. degrees who have never received 
the full background training which every 
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doctor should have. These are the men who, 
through no fault of their own, were trained 
by speed-up methods to meet. the need for 
doctors in wartime. For them the ordinary 
eight-year medical course was a highly 
compressed, five-year nightmare without a 
letup. They had knowledge painted on them, 
layer by layer, until it formed a slick veneer 
on a rough surface. 


War Shortened Internships 


Tuen, with the vocabulary of medicine 
pounding in their heads, they sprinted 
through a two-year internship in nine months 
to qualify as doctors. This meant the skimpi- 
est sort of contact, with the various surgical 
and medical services of a hospital and an in- 
complete grasp of any of them. ' 
Today these men — who were turned out 
like small-arms ammunition — represent 11 
per cent of the entire medical profession. How 
could they fail to be ill-equipped to meet 
their responsibility as men and scientists? 
Finally, there is the group of fresh, new 
medical students. The current crop of young 
pre-meds are coming into an educational sys- 
tem which has not yet been reconverted to 


the philosophy of the postwar world. The 
future depends on them — yet their roots are 
planted in the past. 

That's a lot of problems — but we can do 
something about them. I'd like to propose 
a program broad enough to pull our profession 
up again to the high level where it belongs. 

To get “better doctors’”’ we must begin 
early. The proper selection of medical 
students on the basis of aptitude and 
character alone comes first. These stu- 
dents should then enter an uninterrupted 
stream of education which begins in the first 
year of pre-medical school and ends after 
internship. 

As it stands, we permit an unlimited num- 
ber of pre-med students to scramble for ad- 
mission to medical schools whose capacity is 
distinctly limited. And at the end of this 
course, we invite another scramble for the 
so-called “better internships.”’ 

Colleges, medical schools and hospitals 
should stop guessing. They should adopt uni- 
form standards and agree on the number of 
students they can absorb each year. This 


- would enable the men and women who were 


chosen to concentrate on becoming doctors. 
Their standing forever after in the medical 
hierarchy would have no bearing on the repu- 
tation of their schools or the artificial pres- 
tige of their internships. 

Medical schools must also cease restricting 
their training almost exclusively to scientific 
subjects. The physician who is ignorant of 
the artistic beauty man has.created with his 
mind is ill-equipped to prescribe for his body. 


Need Culture and Character 


Tue liberal-arts courses, which are today 
frequently snowed under by the “ologies,”’ 
must be restored. The medical school which 
recently told its first-year men, “We're as 
interested in your knowledge of history as in 
your knowledge of biology,” is one of the few 


which are on the right track. Culture and 
character, as well as skill with a hypodermic 
needle, are necessary to create a doctor. 

In addition to a wider course of study, our 
medical schools must offer doctors an oppor- 
tunity to take refresher courses. This should 
apply both to “war doctors,’ whose training 
has been superficial, and to ordinary physi- 
cians, whose interests have narrowed in the 
course of years of practice. 

Medical progress is made — yet there is no 
compulsion for a doctor to acquaint himself 


with any ot it. Doctors should be encouraged, 
by subsidy if necessary, to take a sabbatical 
leave from their practices for several months 
perhaps every five years. Their study would 
be an intensive survey of the best recent ad 
vances since their last refresher course. 


* The complete answer, however, does no 


lie in better training. The scientific knowledge 
must be based on ethical principles which 
give direction and purpose to it. Only when 
there is the complete fusion of science and 
spirit will you have the true doctor. 

Medicine is a profession. It isn’t a trad 
It must have a code of ethics —- which every 
single member of that profession must up- 
hold. Our ethical code is dusty and neglecte — 
today. Theré is a tolerance of incompetenc: 
that bodes ill for the future of medicine. 


Weed Out Incompetents 


Tere are no statistics of incompetence ° 
many doctors would disagree even in their 
definition of it. But behind the bright shield 
of medicine’s heroes, pioneers and front- 
runners, there are the almost-as-goods, the 
stumblers, the mediocrities. | 

The medical profession should em- 
power a body to demand the same excel- 
lence of every doctor that, say, Congress 
demanded of our industries during the 
war. Or in simpler terms, we should accept 
responsibility, as America’s attorneys have, 
for the maintenance of high professional 
standards. 

That such a body can work is already 
proved by the specialists. For example. there 
is the group of obstetrical specialists in New 
York. This group meets regularly and in open 
forum examines all the cases of maternal 
deaths in the city. The doctor in the case 
describes his treatment, and the other spe- 
cialists present may take issue with him. if 
they disagree with his methods. There is no 
reason why all of us should not have to 
answer to such a board of our colleagues. 

At the same time the general practitioner as 
well as the good specialist must re-establish 
in his practice the undeniable values of the 
good “family doctor.”” The family doctor's 
science was perhaps not so great as his hu- 
manity, but his personal approach to medi- 
cine and the patient can be employed to 
advantage today. 

The last, and most important, of the an- 
swers which I propose for our problems is the

Pedal Crazy

Bike bugs are plenty fussy 
about their mounts. That’s 


where Bob Berghino comes in 


HERE are some 12,000,000 people in this 

country who would rather ride a bicycle 
than go fishing —-and most of them are 
getting set for a busy summer. 

Many will take to the road in bikes 
weighing from 60 to 80 pounds, complete 
with horns and bells and squirrel tails. But 
many others will insist on light, fast jobs. 
They usually wind up at the door of Bob 
Berghino, whose streamlined, tailor-made 
bicycles have made him a legendary figure. 

In the cluttered-up shop just a short spin 
from New York’s Central Park, Berghino 
turns out hand-worked numbers which fol- 
low specifications down to an eighth of an 
inch and a fraction of an ounce — literally. 

These minute dimensions are all-impor- 
tant to road-cycling enthusiasts, and when 
a Berghino beauty is rolled out it weighs — 
complete — less than 20 pounds! A pro- 
fessional rider once was clocked at 108 miles 
an hour on one of these models. 


A General Called 


Bos has filled orders for theatrical celeb- 
rities, Pittsburgh steel barons, statesmen, 
and thousands of just plain Joe Doakes. 
While we were talking in Berghino’s shop he 
got a long-distance phone call from Washing- 
ton. It was an order from General St. Didier, 
military attaché at the French embassy. 

Real bike bugs want exact spacing and 
pitch to the handlebars. They prefer one 
of a dozen different seat types, and they 
have idiosyncrasies about pedals. But mostly 
their personal requirements deal with 
frames, which Berghino fashions according 
to the customer’s height and weight. 


A tall man might request a 24-inch frame 
height, a small man an 18-incher, with exas- 
perating fractions in between. Frame length 
and wheelbase vary accordingly. 

‘*Tailors,’” moans Berghino, “have much 
less trouble fitting a full-dress suit.”’ 

Most of the nation’s cyclers pilot what 
Berghino calls “trucks.”’ ““They don’t realize 
the difference,”” Berghino twinkles, “until 
some gent of seventy-five whizzes past them 
on a twenty-pounder. Instead of being 
blinded by the dust he raises, their eyes are 
opened to the real possibilities of cycling.”

It miGuTt have been one such experience 
that prompted a man to come into Bob's 
shop one day and point to Berghino’s own 
private mount leaning against the wall. 

“How much?” the visitor inquired. 

Berghino thought he’d discourage 
him when he answered: ‘*A hundred 
and twenty-five dollars.”’ 

“I'll take it,”’ the man said. 

Two weeks later the speedster was back 
again. ‘““‘Build me another just like it,”” he 
said. ““T'wo pounds lighter.”’ 

Bob. Berghino first got bicycle conscious 
as a 10-year-old in Italy when he became 
an apprentice to a bikemaker. In a few 
years he was a top-notch competitive racer. 
Then he migrated to America and promptly 
broke his hip in one of his first races. That 
ended his racing career so he went back to 
building bikes for others. 

Turning out one of his models assumes an 
international aspect. Steel tubing for frames 
comes from England, and a two-foot section 
weighs only a feathery few ounces. 

Handlebars, handbrakes and mudguards 
come from Italy; cranks and pedals from 
France. Berghino was lucky to have a large 
stockpile throughout the war, and during 
the last four years he received hundreds of 
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frantic requests for parts from cyclists in a 
half-dozen European countries. 

Road cycling abroad is immensely more 
popular than it is here, and more often than 
not when a foreigner comes to settle in 
America his first phone call is to Bob Berg- 
hino. Fortunately Bob is quite a linguist; 
he does business in Italian, French, Spanish, 
Russian, and even Chinese. 

Because of its incredibly light weight, a 
Berghino bike looks naked when it’s ready 
for the road, but it’s solidly built and will 
take as much abuse as a “truck.” 

Berghino likes to tinker with innovations. 
He built a bike only six inches high for 
Baron Nowak, the midget who was billed 
as the world’s smallest man. For vaude- 
villians he also turns out one-wheel veloci- 
pedes, probably knows more about their 
mechanics than any mian in the country. 

A prodigious worker, Berghino has no 


assistant, spends a minimum of 11 hours a 


day in his shop. He probably could cut it » 


down to nine if it weren’t for the wide-eyed 
small fry who drape themselves all over the 
place. And, just when he needs a certain 
tool, some 10-year-old has it outside repair- 
ing his roller skates. The short cut is for 
Berghino to fix the skates on the spot. 


Can’t Say ‘‘No’’ 


Wuere wheels are involved Bob can’t say 
“‘no.”’ Even as he was delivering himself of 
this lamentation a young mother came in 
with her baby buggy. “Something’s wrong 
with it,”” she said. “It’s sluggish.” 

Berghino was up to his ears in work but 
he took a look and grunted: “‘Leave it here. 
This thing is too heavy. What it needs is 
more maneuverability, more speed...” 

With Bob Berghino that’s the prescrip- 
tion for anything on wheels. The End

Here are solutions to 
some real problems in 
writing “‘must”’ notes 


LTHOUGH the ever-increasing 
use of the telephone has re- 
duced the writing of social mes- 
sages, there still are many notes 
which we all have to write. 

The list of these letters includes 
third-person invitations and their 
answers, invitations to strangers 
and notes of thanks, sympathy and 
good wishes. 

Since exact patterns of all these 
are in my book, “Etiquette,”’ 
which can be found at the library, 
I want to give a few typical note- 
writing questions which are not 
included among the established 
rules. For example: 

“Would you use pencil and a 
scrap of paper when moved to 
write to a friend at a time when 
there is neither ink nor proper 
paper available? Or would it be 
better to put it off for that future 
time which never seems to come?’’ 


The Feeling Counts 


A Note hastily written in pencil 
and beginning; “While I'm wait- 
ing in the car for John’s train...” 
would explain itself. After all, 
which would you care most about: 
the words written by a friend or 
the paper they are written on? 

A bride, who is suddenly con- 
science-stricken about the fact 
that she has neglected to write 
thank-you notes for wedding pres- 
ents received many months ago, 
asks: “Is it better not to write 
them at all than to write them so 
late? If better to write them, what 
would be a good way for me to 
word them?’’ 

Give the reason if there is one. 


Otherwise write: “Can you for- 
give me for all this time I have 
taken to thank you for the beauti- 
ful clock? It is really perfect! 

“John and I both thank you 
with all our hearts.” 

A mother asks: “‘How do I write 
to my son’s future wife whom I 
have not met and whom I can't 
go to see because she lives so far 
away?’’ 


Sample Letter 


Warne a letter something like 
this: ‘‘I am so sorry this letter has 
to go to you instead of being able 
to visit you myself. I do hope we 
shall meet very soon. 

“Meanwhile, I want to tell you 
how eagerly John’s family is look- 
ing forward to welcoming you.”’ 

A man asks: ** What should I 
write to my fiancee’s parents 
whom I never have met? We 
have just become engaged.”’ 

I would suggest a note along 
these lines: “I'm certainly relieved 
to hear that you approve of our en- 
gagement and I hepe you will not 


change your minds when we meet#? 


“When we do (thanks to Mary), 
it won't be as strangers if she has 
made me as real to you as she has 
made you to me.”’ 

A girl whose wedding is called 
off and who is preparing to return 
wedding presents, asks: “If a gift 
is marked and therefore perhaps 
useless to the giver, is there any 
note I can send first before return- 
ing the gift?’ 

This kind of note would be 
appropriate: “It is with great 
chagrin that I am sending back 
the lovely present you gave me for 
a wedding that is not to be. 

“*I do, of course, thank you more 
than I can say.”

extension of group medical practice. 

Today we have a medical monop- 
oly, with no competition from out- 
side. Ethics demand that we do not 
compete among ourselves (except 
for fees). It is my belief that we 
should cease working as monopo- 
listic individuals, and instead work 
co-operatively. In place of assembly- 
line specialization let us have more 
of the group practice which has 
worked out so well in rural health 
centers. 


Replaces Family Doctor 


Brier ty, this is the pooling of a 
region's medical talent to provide, 
co-operatively, the complete treat- 
ment formerly given by the family 
doctor. 

The advantages are manifold. To 
the: patient they are that, by the 
payment of a reasonable sum, his 
whole family is guaranteed the best 
of medical care. For the first time 
preventive medicine, today too 
costly for most, is within his reach. 
Within limits he can pick his own 
doctor. He can be sure that the doc- 
tors are conscientious and skilled — 
otherwise their colleagues would not 
allow them in the group. 

The advantages of group practice 
to the doctor are equally great. 
While his income will not be as great 
as our highest-paid specialists to- 
day, he will be able to leave town 
for the week end and know that his 
partners will give his patients as 
good treatment as he can give. He 


can trust his practice to a co-worker 
for several months while he takes 
a refresher course, and be sure his 
patients will not be weaned away 
from him when he returns. Best of 
all, he can once again feel that he is 
playing a part in what can be the 
most inspiring job in the world. 


Will Help Physicians 


As For the profession, group prac- 
tice can cure many of its ills. Those 
undertrained and rusty war doc- 
tors can, on a decent salary, work 
side by side with the best men pos- 
sible, until they are ready to stride 
out on their own. The rest of us will 
have opportunities to study and 
advance which are only wistful 
dreams to most practitioners today. 

The evils of fee splitting would 
end automatically, and we ourselves 


could quickly weed out the incom- 
petents from our ranks. 

Group practice is not a radical 
idea. The American Medical Asso- 
ciation has long since given its 
blessing to it. Certain clinics have 
operated along these lines for years. 
It can be a great influence for good. 

Better students and training, eth- 
ics which are enforced, a more per- 
sonal approach, and group practice 
— this is the foundation on which 
we can build a great new system of 
medical science. It is up to us, as 
doctors, to talk and work and live 
for that end. It is up to you, as 
patients, to encourage us — and to 
demand the best.

Cinderella Town

This man transformed 
an ugly coal town into 
a fine place to live. A 


story for Memorial Day 


yivania coal town, and one 
miner’s inspired determination to 
improve the surroundings in which 
he grew up. 

For 14 years Stanley Mesavage 
has devoted himself to his boyhood 
dream of making his home town a 
better place in which to live. In 
Glen Lyon, a hard-coal community 
of 4,500 people 12 miles southwest 
of Wilkes-Barre, he has accom- 
plished a miracle which promises to 
beautify the appearance of the whole 
anthracite region. 

Before he began his work, Glen 
Lyon was as hideous a town as 
you could find anywhere. Sixty- 
five years of mining had devastated 
the valley in which it lies. The sur- 
rounding hillsides had been cut clear 
of trees or burned bare of all vegeta- 
tion. A towering, black coal breaker 
dominated the town like an evil 
castle. Around it nestled the grimy, 
unpainted homes of the miners. 
Hardly a blade of grass grew in Glen 
Lyon, no birds sang there. 


Turned Laundry Gray 


Tue very air was befouled by coal 
dust, which penetrated closed doors, 
windows and turned the housewives’ 
laundry gray on the line. 

It- was a place of ugly discords, 
too. Poles, Russians, Italians and 
Slovaks huddled together in little 
neighborhoods called “patches” and 
were slow to make friends with one 
another. Brawls were frequent, and 
three policemen were required to 
maintain order. 

Into this environment, in 1912, 
was born a brown-eyed boy named 
Stanley Mesavage. Because his 
father was a Polish miner who had 
worked in the Glen Lyon pits smce 
he was eight years old, it was taken 
for granted that Staniey would be- 
come a miner, too. But from the time 


‘Ton is a story about a little Penn-

he could toddle Stanley took much 
more interest in the things which 
grew on the earth’s surface than in 
the coal under it. After school he 
would wander for hours over the 
scarred hills, exploring the green 
world beyond. 

When Stanley was 12 years old, 
a local lawyer, impressed by his 
cunosity about trees, loaned him 
some books on forestry. ‘Those books 
reshaped the boy’s life. As he de- 
voured their contents, he visualized 
his home town, not as it was, but as 
it might be. He borrowed more 
books, wrote far and wide for addi- 
tional information about trees, made 
test plantings in his back yard. 
When he had to quit high school to 


Stanley Mesavage planned 
forests and planted them 


go to work in the mines, he sub- 
scribed to a correspondence-school 
course in forestry. 

In 1932, after he had learned all 
that he felt he needed to know, 
Stanley took the first big step to- 
ward making his dream come true. 
He boldly went to the biggest man 
in town, William E. Weineck, Super- 
intendent of the Susquehanna Col- 
lieries Company, and made him a 
proposition. If Stanley provided tne 
trees and labor, would Mr. Weineck 
let him start a community forest on 
the company’s land? Mr. Weineck 


was dubious about the idea, but told 
him to go to it. 

Stanley began by spending every 
minute above ground trying to sell 
his dream to other people. Some 
figured a coal town had to be ugly, 
just as a miner's face had to be 
black when he came home from 
work. But Stanley's zeal was un- 
quenchable. The Catholic and Prot- 


‘estant pastors endorsed his idea in 


their sermons. The Superintend- 
ent of Schools gave him is- 
sion to ask the school children 
to contribute three cents each to 
buy seedlings. The depression was 
then at its worst, but most of the 
kids produced the pennies. 

Then one bright spring afternoon, 
with a brass band leading the pro- 
cession, the 1,000 sthool children of 
the town marched to a barren hill- 
side and set out 10,000 small ever- 
green trees. Most of the kids had 
never planted anything in their lives 
before, and they were almost patheti- 
cally eager to have a town forest. 


Grew Trees on Refuse 


Tuat was just the beginning of 
Stanley Mesavage’s miracle. Im- 
pressed by his work, Mr. Weineck 
gave him a job as colliery forester. 
Year after year, aided by the school 
children, he launched new assaults 
upon the town’s ugliness. He plant- 
ed 450,000 seedlings in all, and even 
got black locust trees to thrive on 
the mountains of mine refuse where 
nothing had ever grown before. 
Gradually the whole popula- 
tion began to realize that Stan- 


| ley’s trees were doing something 


wonderful for their community. 
With every passing year they have 
come to appreciate that fact more 
and more. Glen Lyon is now a town 
reborn. 

It still remains a coal-mining 
town, of course, but compared to 
most mining towns, it is today a 
green paradise. Trees 15 to 20 feet 
in height clothe the once naked 
hills. Leaves and pine needles from 
the trees are forming new earth for 
grass and flowers, and with the new 
ground growth many forms of wild- 
life have returned. The air is cleaner 
now that trees form windbreaks and 
vegetation carpets the soil. 


Forget Race Rivalries 


Most remarkable of all, a new 
spirit has come to Glen Lyon. With 
more attractive scenery around 
them, the townsfolk have made their 
homes more attractive. Their new 
community pride has been accom- 
panied, moreover, by greater friend- 
liness. The old race rivalries have 
been forgotten and the town has only 
one policeman instead of three. 

The story of Gien Lyon's dra- 
matic metamorphosis soon spread 
over all of northeastern Pennsyl- 
vania. In 1941 the Wyoming Valley 
Chamber of Commerce at Wilkes- 
Barre employed Stanley Mesavage 
to repeat his magic in dozens of 
other communities in the region. 
With that program well launched, 
he has now moved on to an even 
bigger job — supervising forests on 
large tracts of submarginal land in 
New England. 

Stanley Mesavage cannot, unfor- 
tunately, apply his green touch to 
every community in this country. 
But there is no reason why many 
towns could not follow the simple 
steps he took in performing his mir- 
acle at Glen Lyon.

Diplomatic Mr. Fixits

They insure big shots from 
foreign lands a nice visit 
here. And their headaches 
pay off in good will... 


EBSTER defines protocol as ‘“‘a body 
Ws official formulas.”’ 

But to the U.S. State Department’s 
Division of Protocol, it means many things 
— snagging hotel reservations for visiting 
diplomats, planning their tours and junkets, 
getting hard-boiled shirts from laundries at 
midnight — a multitude of tasks (and head- 
aches). 

It’s one of the least publicized of all 
Washington jobs. But it’s important. Done 
right, it can add to the friendship among 
nations. Done wrong, with oversights and 
errors, it easily can cause international 
friction. 

For instance, there is the incident so well 
remembered by Stanley Woodward, chief 
of the Division. The President of Haiti and 
a retinue of 10 Haitian dignitaries went to 
New York City. Six of them wanted to buy 
portable radios to take home with them: 

They were all for rushing out to the near- 
est shop when it occurred to Mr. Woodward 
to find out what type of electric current 
Haiti used. It turned out to have several 


kinds — all different from New York’s. 

Mr. Woodward unobtrusively saw to it 
that the six men bought the right kind of 
radios, and they all returned to their rooms 
in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 

That evening as he passed the door of a 
Haitian cabinet member Mr. Woodward 
heard infuriated oaths. He knocked on the 
door. 

It opened and Mr. Woodward faced an 
irate gentleman who had plugged his Haiti 
radio into a New York wall socket. The 
dignitary pointed to the burned-out set and 
shouted: 

‘‘American radios! I want music. And 
what do I get? Smoke!” 


Keep On Their Toes 


I NcIDENTS of this sort happen rarely. But 
they occur often enough to keep the Divi- 
sion on its collective toes. 

When the White House gives a formal 
dinner in honor of a visiting king, or presi- 
dent, or cabinet member, you read about it 
in the newspapers. But let’s step behind the 
scenes. 

Months before, arrangements have been 
made, perhaps after a prolonged series of 
delicate diplomatic jousts in the best tradi- 
tion of each country. Our Ambassador makes 
a suggestion to the State Department: 
‘*... it would be wise ... to meet... asa

means of establishing more cordial interna- 
tional understanding and firmer bonds of 
friendship...” 

If the Secretary of State and the President 
accept the proposal as sound foreign policy, 
the Division of Protocol formally makes in- 
quiries of the Washington Ambassador of 
that country: Would his President — or King 

welcome such an invitation? Then other 
detailed questions; and finally the White 
House formally issues an invitation. 

The process often works in reverse. The 
foreign nation makes the overtures, for vary- 
ing reasons. Its head may want to negotiate 
a loan with American bankers, buy ships or 
steel or railroad cars for his people, see for 
himself how we build dams or planes or sky- 
scrapers, or whatnot. But, however the 
main event is arranged, the preliminar- 
ies are always the same, with their mul- 
titudes of details — or protocol. 

Reservations are made for hotel rooms, 
planes, railroad sleepers, automobiles, a 
Mayor’s time, a Governor’s time, bands, flags. 
Police escorts are arranged, even the menus 
to be served the dignitaries are carefully 
checked. Reason: Mohammedans, for exam- 
ple, would be offended if offered pork. 


Escorted To White House 


Derinite ty established diplomatic routine 
takes over at the airport or railroad station, 
when the dignitary is met by the Secretary 
of State, military and naval aides. The Secre- 
tary escorts him to the White House for a 
formal welcome by the President. Then the 
appropriate military salute is fired, and the 
national anthems of both countries are played. 
This is “must” procedure. 

That evening the President gives his State 
dinner. After it, always, the visitor spends 


the first night in the White House as the 
President's personal guest. On the second 
day he movés into near-by Blair House. 

Although the Government has owned it 
only since 1942, Blair House dates back to 
1824. Its hostess, Mrs. Victoria Geaney, 
probably has welcomed more illustrious guests 
than any other woman in America. 

‘‘The more important the man, the easier 
he is to have here,’’ she says. 

“Minor requests recently are mostly for 
orange juice, from representatives of coun- 
tries that during the war had no fruit juices. 
Some of our European visitors have drunk 
really amazing quantities of orange juice.” 

There isn’t much time for the visitor to 
enjoy Blair House. Next “musts” on his list 


1p We 
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are visits to place wreaths on the grave of 
George Washington at Mount Vernon and 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery. 

The second day always ends with a dinner 
given by the Secretary of State. Again the 
shirt-sleeved diplomats of protocol are hard at 


work, renting halls, selecting guest lists, get- 
ting invitations engraved and ntfailed, super- 
vising seating arrangements. 

When at last the visitor leaves Washington, 
a representative of the Division accompanies 
him everywhere. Previously, arrangements 
have been made for receptions, accommoda- 
tions and protection in every city to be visit- 
ed. In New York, for instance, two members 
of the Police Bureau of Special Service and 
Investigation travel with the visitor. 


Farmer Wore Cutaway 


America's growing interest and participa- 
tion in international affairs is having its 
effect. Mr. Woodward relishes the recollec- 
tion of the time, before the war, when he 
drove England’s King and Queen from the 
World’s Fair in New York to Hyde Park. 
Passing through farm country on empty 
roads, they suddenly saw a lone figure wait- 
ing at the gate of an isolated farm — a figure 
in formal cutaway coat, striped trousers and 
top hat. 

It was a New York farmer, Mr. Woodward 
learned later, suitably attired to greet royalty 
as they passed his door. 

But typical American brusqueness has 
brought embarrassment to the Division 
at times. On one occasion in Chicago the 
President of Chile and his staff visited a 
department store. 

The State Department representative 
glanced around as they entered. He saw a 
floorwalker. ““This is the President of Chile,” 
he whispered. ‘‘He’d like to buy a few things. 
Will you show us around?” 

The floorwalker looked at the impressive 
party — naval and military aides in gold 
braid, heavily medaled. “What does the 
President want to buy?”’ he asked. 


“I don’t know. He just wants to look 
around.” 

‘Well, look, mister,’’ the floorwalker said, 
“I’m a busy man. I can’t go chasing all 
around the store. If-he wants to look around, 
let him look around.”’ And the floorwalker 


turned away, leaving a stunned escort to go 


back to the Presidential party alone, with the 
offer to show them around himself. 

These headaches, however, and the expense 
(the Government pays all the bills) are well 
worth while. 

“As an example,”’ a State Department 
official said, “when the Regent of Iraq was 
here, he was accompanied by several news- 
papermen from his own country. Those cor- 
respondents travelled with him, and for a 
month papers in Iraq were full of American 
news and reports about American life. 

“We could never have got that much space 
devoted to a true picture of ourselves in any 
other way, or at any cost. What we spent was 
an investment in international good will and 
better mutual understanding.” The End

Food For Conversation 


BY CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 


PPLE’S ESSENCE has been 
captured and sealed into bot- 
tles. So powerful it is that a gal- 
lon holds the perfume of a ton of 
the fragrant McIntosh. — 
Scientists have long known that 
the best part of apple’s flavor is 
lost in the processing, as heat 
drives off the valuable taste- 
making ingredients. But every 
method devised to keep these 
properties intact proved too com- 
plicated and expensive for practi- 
cal use until two chemical engi- 
neers of the Department of Agri- 
culture Eastern Regional Research 
Laboratory discovered it could be 
done at low cost by “‘flash’’ evapo- 
ration at atmospheric pressure. 
Now a double-distilled essence 
is taken from the juice and therein 
the concentrated aroma. Apple 
essence costs but $1 a gallon to 
make and should be practical for 
commercial use in touching up the 
flavor of apple jellies, sauces, can- 
dies, ice cream and ices. 


POTATO BREAD is getting the 
“culture” treatment to give it long- 
keeping qualities, better crumb, 
crust and texture; a distinctive 
flavor. A. live potato culture for- 
mula developed by a Lansing, 
Mich., chemist has been taken 
over by a Detroit baking firm for 
licensing to bakers throughout the 
country. The culture, containing 
potato flour, corn flour, dry yeast, 
and 13 secret ingredients, is pre- 
pared wet, then dehydrated, then 
powdered. 

To use, this is mixed with the 
wheat flour to the extent of three 
per cent by weight and from there 
on the baking process is the same 
old story. But the bread isn’t. 
This new cultured product can be 
kept fresh on the pantry shelf 
weeks on end without spoilage. 


SUGARLESS FUDGE and good, 
this recipe from Mrs. Gordon 
Mann, of Candia, N. H.: Take 
two packages of semi-sweet choco- 
late niblets, melt in double boiler 
and add a can of sweetened con- 
densed milk. Stir for one minute, 
then add a teaspoonful of vanilla 
extract, walnut meats and a dash 
of salt. Pour in a wéll-greased pan 


‘and into the refrigerator for one 


hour to chill. 


FROZEN DINNERS, including 
heat-and-eat items and frozen, un- 
cooked meats, fresh vegetables and 
fruits, are being delivered for 
home-freezer storage direct to the 
doors of 300 Syracuse, N. Y., 


housewives. This market-to-home 
locker idea is sponsored by a Syra- 
cuse department store, co-operat- 
ing with the Frozen Foods Foun- 
dation, Inc. 

Freezing cabinets are set up on 
a rental basis in each home and 
once a week the store telephones 
and takes the grocery order from 
the list of availables. Two days 
later a refrigerated truck makes 
deliveries. 


A SPAGHETTI for the hungry of 
Europe has had the protein con- 
tent upped from 12 to over 18 per 
cent by the addition of soya flour 
along with the wheat. The new 
product is almost identical in taste 
and color with the old. It will be 
coming before many months to the 
home table. 


LIGHT AS A FEATHER are those 
new glass, pint-size containers 
which weigh but six and one-half 
ounces, a reduction of 49 per cent 
of the usual weight of such jars. A 
new one-way beer bottle weighs 
but half as much as the old style, 
this developed for travel to war 
zones, will be used for civilian beer 
when the government approves. 


A SUPERMAN of the tomato patch 
has been announced by Wiscon- 
sin agricultural experts, a tomato 
said to be larger, tastier, hardier 
than the best of current varieties. 
The fruits grow to uniform size, 
they ripen evenly and the plants 
are immune to blossom-end rot 
and resistant to other common 
vine diseases. The. yield averages 
30 per cent more than the present 
“best"’ tomatoes per acre. 


FISH go places in a new traveling 
suit made of phofilm which elimi- 
nates the need for refrigeration 
en route. Soon oysters, shrimp and 
lobsters will be arriving Midwest 
as fresh as the hour they came from 
the sea. 

The products will be placed in 
phofilm bags, inserted into paper 
cartons, chilled to 34°F., then 
packed in insulated master con- 
tainers, and off to the airports to 
be flown to all parts of the country. 
As lobsters must be shipped alive, 
these will be packed in seaweed in 
an insulated carton, lined with the 
pliofilm, 


NEWS IN BRIEF. A tattietale 
package is being developed for 
frozen foods which will change 
color when the food thaws. The 
object: to protect food quality 
for the consumer. No excuse for 
spoiled milk is the verdict of the 
dairy experts of Ohio-State Uni- 
versity who have made studies 
covering milk routes in Boston, 
Columbus, Cleveland and St. 
Louis. 

They find that the regular 
grades of pasteurized milk will 
keep sweet for seven to 28 days. 
Even in hot weather, provided the 
bottles are taken in from the door- 
step within 15 minutes after de- 
livery and stored in a refrigerator 
maintaining 40°F. temperature.
